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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsao 
et al 6444902 in view of Tanaka 6781 061 and Lee 6129581 . 

Tsao et al discloses a transmission cable having a cover layer 17 and two cable 
groups, each group wrapped by metal shielding 152, and ground cables 14,16. Not 
disclosed, however, are the ground wires being twisted wires, nor the terminals. 
Tanaka discloses twisted wire ground 13, and to form the ground cables of Tsao et al of 
twisted wire thus would have been obvious, for better shielding. Lee discloses terminals 
having a holding portion with a U-shaped groove, the upright portions of the U being the 
snap pieces, a contact portion at the other end, and interference portions near the end 
of lead line 2. It would have been obvious to provide the Tsao et al cable with such 
terminals, to allow interconnection with another electrical system. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsao et al 
in view of Tanaka and Lee as applied to claims 1-3 above, and further in view of Chang 
6740808. 

Tsao et al as modified by the secondary references substantially discloses the 
claimed invention except for a metallic screen between the insulating cover layer and 
the metal shielding of the cable. Chang discloses a metallic screen 42, and to provide 
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the cable of Tsao et al with such a metallic screen thus would have been obvious, for 
better shielding. 

Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: they contain 
various instances of poor wording due to translation. Each claims must be reviewed. 
Appropriate correction is required.
